Becky Matkov arrived to report on her meeting with the Intergovernmental 
Relations Committee of the County Commission, chaired by Commissioner Sally 
Heyman in the Miami Dade County Commission Chambers. The County GOB 
has agreed that for the Hubbard/Alvarez bungalow DHT would not have to return 
the GOB grant used to restore the house after we sell the house, provided we 
place the profits in a separate segregated account that can only be used to fix up 
other bungalows. We could not put the profit in our DHT Revolving Fund 
account. 

Carlos Dunn, assistant director of the County’s Office of Historic Preservation, 
was at that meeting and he advised the $10 million fund will not be a DHT 
preservation fund. Roger Hemstadt, Jose Galan, Jorge Navarette, the assistant 
County manager Alex Munoz, as well as Carlos Dunn were present at the County 
Commissioners meeting and at a meeting with Becky afterwards. 

If DHT handled the administrative work for the GOB Preservation Fund bond, 
we would be hired as consultants for our technical expertise by the County 
Preservation Office and would be given up to 5 percent for our assistance.

Bungalow Update

DHT had a deficit of $13,000 last month. Kevin Reilly’s check for the fundraiser 
provided the funds needed to pay the Indian Creek fundraiser deposit of $10,000. 

Rich Heisenbottle is transferring $17,000 from the DHT endowment fund at 
Investors Bank and Trust to our Northern Trust operating/checking account. 

Executive Director’s Report : 

Grant for $5,000 from the Watts Foundation received. Grant request had been 
submitted for the next issue of our Preservation Magazine, to be on historic 
churches. We have two corporate sponsors who are expecting a free ad in the 
magazine. 

Museum Magnet School Program: DHT will be receiving $49,000 this year. Will 
be awarded in thirds and first installment is expected January 2007. 

DHT Headquarters - DHT will meet with City staff on Thursday October 19, 
2006 to discuss a variety of issues including Old Miami High restoration process 
and our headquarters. We have a quote for the headquarters’ repair. Solaris still 
owes DHT over $3,000 for access to the property.
